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Support grows for Slyers wind farm

CAMPAIGNERS in sup¬ 
port of the proposed 
windfarm just outside 
Dorchester say they have 
achieved more than a 
thousand letters in sup¬ 
port. 

The controversial ap¬ 
plication for six turbines 


off the Piddle Valley 
road between Dorchester 
and Charminster will be 
decided by local plan¬ 
ners in the New Year. 

Broadview Energy, the 
company behind the ap¬ 
plication, has run several 
public meetings and 


taken a market stall to 
Dorchester’s South Street 
to argue their case for the 
scheme. 

Project Manager John 
Leith said: “We have 
been really encouraged 
by the number of people 
within the local commu¬ 
nity who, in recognition 
of the difficult challenges 
facing this country in 
meeting our future elec¬ 


tricity needs, reducing 
our dependence on im¬ 
ported fossil fuels and 
mitigating climate 
change, see the Slyer’s 
Lane proposal as an im¬ 
portant part of the energy 
jigsaw. An overwhelming 
majority of those we 
spoke to were in favour 
of the plans, wanting to 
see the application suc¬ 
ceed.” 

Opponents, including 
Dorset Campaign to Pro¬ 
tect Rural England and a 
local group financially 
backed by CPRE, claim 
that the size of the tur¬ 
bines, at over 100 metres, 
will dominate the land¬ 
scape, be easily seen 
from the Area of Out¬ 
standing Natural Beauty 
around Dorchester and 
are simply not needed. 

They also point out that 
wind power is intermit¬ 
tent because of the nature 
of the weather and, there¬ 
fore, does not do away 
with the need for conven¬ 
tional power stations. 

Jeanie Averill, spokes¬ 
woman for West Dorset 
Pro Wind, said: “The lat¬ 
est government survey 
shows that the majority 
of the general public sup¬ 
port the building of wind 
farms in their immediate 
area. The aim of our un¬ 
affiliated group of local 
residents is to encourage

this often silent majority 
to find their voice. 

“Running our stalls has 
been a hugely rewarding 
experience. Many people 
have been thrilled to 
have the opportunity to 
be able to send a positive 
message. 

“Most letters are from 
people in Dorchester and 
villages to the north who 
are fully aware that they 
will see the turbines on a 
daily basis and are happy 
to do so. 

“‘About time’ is a 
phrase we have heard re¬ 
peatedly. 

Many people with 
young children have 
stopped to share their vi¬ 
sion for future genera¬ 
tions. 

“They want to be al¬ 


lowed to be part of the 
solution.” 

Alex Emery, from 
Charminster, a mother of 
young children said: 
“Having done my re¬ 
search, I am pleasantly 
surprised at how far 
away the turbines will be 
and how uninterrupted 
the view will be. We are 
lucky to live in quite a 
windy area - let’s use 
this free resource. The 
climate is changing and 
we have to act sooner 
rather than later.” 

Dr Andy Stillman from 
Stinsford: “We totally 
support the introduction 
of a windfarm here, es¬ 
pecially as we are a con¬ 
servation area. 

“If we don’t reduce 
carbon emissions there 


won’t be anything left to 
conserve.” 

Retired Dorchester 
teacher Irene Statham: “I 
am a keen wildlife pho¬ 
tographer and I am reas¬ 
sured that the RSPB 
supports significant 

growth in onshore and 
offshore wind because 


they see climate change 
as the greatest threat to 
wildlife. 

“Away from major mi¬ 
gration routes turbines 
are likely to have mini¬ 
mal impact.”

He joined Palmers Brewery in 1992 after 
learning a great deal about the pub trade 
and developing a passion for real ale dur¬ 
ing his time at the Three Horseshoes in 
Burton Bradstock, where he worked from 
12-years-old and throughout his student 
days. 

Mr Batten also enjoys being an active 
member of the community and has been 
involved in Bridport Round Table, helping 
at Bridport Beer Festival and Food Festival 
whilst also being a long-standing council¬ 
lor of Burton Bradstock Parish Council. 


• COULD you tell us more about your role as 
head brewer at Palmers Brewery? 

My role as head brewer involves brewing of our 
cask ales, sourcing the best raw materials, over¬ 
seeing the operating procedures, purchasing lots 
of products and generally looking after the day 
to day running of a traditional brewery. With 
Palmers I have completed a Management 
Diploma, Wine & Spirit Education Trust - Higher 
Certificate, and finally an Institute of Brewing & 
Distilling - Diploma in Brewing. 

• WHAT is your favourite part of the job? 

The favourite part of my job is designing, brew¬ 
ing and ultimately tasting a new seasonal cask 
ale. Or being in a pub and listening to customers 
enjoying a beer and having a good time. 

• WHAT is your Palmers drink of choice? 

My Palmers drink of choice is Copper Ale - but I 
do like all of the ales we brew - and I am excited 
about a seasonal ale called Colmers, which we 
brewed last Easter and I am hoping to brew again 
in the future. 

• YOU like to be an active member in the local 
community, what made you want to be in¬ 
volved? 

I joined the parish council to represent the view 
of somebody who had grown up in the village, 
works locally and appreciates how certain things 
need to evolve in villages to make sure they are 



sustainable. It is no good just saying I don't like 
caravans and tourists without considering how 
important they are to our local community. A lot 
of people move to a village and don't want it dis¬ 
turbed by visitors. 

I joined Round Table to give something backto 
our lovely community. RoundTable raises around 
£15,000 a year for local good causes and organ¬ 
ises community events such as the Beer Festival, 
the firework display and the Boxing Day Swim. 

• WHAT do you like to do in your spare time? 
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I spend my free time cycling around the beautiful 
West Dorset countryside with a group of friends. 
I like to walk on the beach at least once a week 
with my wife Catherine and love time away in our 
VW campervan - especially with our bikes on the 
bike rack. I also love to visit rural pubs and have 
a pint or two. 

• WHAT is your favourite memory? 

My favourite memory is those long summer days 
when I was young. Spending hours in the park 
kicking a football around and balmy evenings on 
the beach fishing for mackerel. 

• WHICH three people would you invite to 
your dream dinner party? 

Seve Ballesteros, an inspirational man and a ma¬ 
gician on the golf course, JK Rowling, such a bril¬ 
liant mind and worked so hard for success, and 
Kiera Knightly, enough said!

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Destitution only 
a month away 

THE average family in the south west is just 27 
days from the breadline, according to research 
from Legal & General. 

The figures are an increase of 11 days on the pre¬ 
vious annual report, but the company warns that a 
one per cent rise in mortgage interest rates would 
mean households would no longer be able to save 
each month and would have to change their spend¬ 
ing habits or rely on existing savings to make ends 
meet. 

The ‘Deadline to the Breadline Report’ reveals 
that within four weeks of losing their income, the 
average family in the south west would be reliant 
upon state benefits and friends and family alone for 
financial support, once their savings run out. 

The 11-day improvement on the last report is 
largely because savings levels have generally in¬ 
creased, particularly among 18-24 year olds since 
the previous report. However, over a third (35%) 
of the UK population do not put any money away 
at all. 

Across the country as a whole, the average 
household is 29 days from the breadline, but the 
figure drops to just 14 days for those of working 
age (18-64 years old). 

The over 65 s continue to lead the way when it 
comes to saving. This age group has a ‘breadline- 
deadline’ of over one year (379 days). 

Outright homeowners are in a much stronger fi¬ 
nancial position than other households, with an av¬ 
erage deadline of 426 days, compared to 22 days 
for the average homeowner with a mortgage and 
just two days for people living in private rented ac¬ 
commodation.

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Budding soldiers train at Kingston Maurward 


KINGSTON Maurward 
College students have 
completed an 18-week 
course towards their 
Military Preparation 
qualification. 

Run twice a year at 
the college, the course 
covers a broad range of 
military style training 
including navigation, 
kayaking, climbing and 
personal and team chal¬ 
lenges, fitness training, 
first aid, mathematics, 
English and nutrition. 

In addition to tuition 
from ex-military tutors, 
students also have regu¬ 
lar contact and teaching 
from the Army giving 
them an insight into 
how the forces operate. 

This type of training 
arms students with the 
knowledge they need to 
be ready for both the 
military selection 
process and many other 
career directions. 

Tutor Ryan Evans 
said: “This course is de¬ 
signed for students 
wanting to go into the 
forces. It prepares them 
for what to expect at se¬ 
lection - fitness levels, 
stamina and knowledge. 

“And for some stu¬ 
dents the course helps 
them decide to follow a 


different career in fit¬ 
ness or outdoor adven¬ 
ture, so on completion 
of the course, often 
they can enroll on an¬ 
other full time course, 
or embark on an ap¬ 
prenticeship.” 

As part of their train¬ 
ing with the army, stu¬ 
dents work with 
deactivated weapons, 
to get used to handling 
them. 

Corporal Timothy 
Whitney said: “This is 
a recommended course 


to prepare students for 
army selection. 

“It gives them an in¬ 
sight into military life, 
offering basic training 
in all parts of the army, 
and providing the all- 
important transition 
from civilian to sol¬ 
dier.”

Shearer, Katie Powett 
and Nicola Hardy all 
intend to attend the 
next Harrogate army 
selection in March. The 


agreed that, while the 
course was challenging 
at first, their fitness and 
confidence has in¬ 
creased along with their 
teambuilding skills.

SPARCing work skills in youngsters 


A GROUP of seven young peo¬ 
ple between 18 and 24 have 
completed a training course with 
Dorset Fire & Rescue at the 
Dorchester HQ. 

The SPARC+ scheme (Safer 
People and Responsible Com¬ 
munities) is run in partnership 
with Job Centre Plus and aims to 
improve the chances of those 
taking the course finding work. 

Rosemary Locock, Education 
Officer for Dorset Fire & Rescue 
Service said: “The seven-day 
course has allowed these young 
people to improve their commu¬ 
nication and confidence skills 
and raise their self-esteem.” 


The programme, which is 
AQA accredited, is specifically 
designed to provide challenges 
to enhance communication 
skills, encourage teamwork and 
raise achievement levels and 
self-discipline in a controlled en¬ 
vironment. 

She added: “The project is de¬ 
livered by specially-trained fire¬ 
fighters who encourage the 
young people to practice search 
and rescue techniques and assist 
in the recovery of a casualty 
from a smoke filled building. 

“It takes the young person out¬ 
side their comfort zone and 
boosts their self-belief through 


achievement. 

“To do this they need to be 
able to demonstrate good com¬ 
munication skills, team work 
and leadership.”

ART LECTURE AT DORSET COUNTY MUSEUM 


JOHN Everett was one of the few 
official war artists of the First 
World War. He worked for the 
Ministry of Information on paint¬ 
ings connected with seaborne 
commerce, using his experience 
as a deep-water sailor to give his 
work a sense of unqualified real¬ 
ism. He specialised in the inter¬ 
pretation of the military's use of 
'dazzle' - a colourful camouflag¬ 
ing technique used to disguise 
ships at sea.

Great Things Come In Small Packages 


THE latest generation of Volkswagen's Polo 
GTI made its debut at the Paris Motor Show 
in October and is now available to order from 
Retailers across the UK, with first customer 
deliveries due in March 2015. It will cost 
£18,850 RRP OTR for the three door manual 
with a £630 premium for five doors and 
£1,245 for the DSG gearbox. 

The new Polo GTI is powered by a 1.8-litre 
(1,798 cc) turbocharged petrol engine deliv¬ 
ering 192 PS between 4,200 and 6,200 rpm 
(5,400-6,200 DSG), marking an increase of 12 
PS over the outgoing model. And unlike the 
previous Polo GTI, this latest generation is 
available with a choice of six-speed manual 
or seven-speed DSG automatic gearbox. 

With a manual gearbox, the Polo has a max¬ 
imum torque of 320 Nm (236 lbs ft) available 
between 1,450 and 4,200 rpm. For the DSG 
these figures are 250 Nm (184 lbs ft) between 
1,250 and 5,300 rpm due to technical differ¬ 
ences in the design parameters of the gear¬ 
boxes. 

The Polo GTI lives up to its performance 
badge, reaching 62 mph from standstill in 6.7 
seconds and has a top speed of 146 mph. But 
the Polo GTI's power does not come at the ex¬ 
pense of efficiency, with a combined fuel con¬ 
sumption figure of 50.4 mpg and 
corresponding carbon dioxide emissions of 
129 g/km for the DSG (47.1 mpg and 139 
g/km for the manual). 

The Polo GTI follows the design cues of its 
'big brother', the Golf GTI. Compared with the 
standard Polo, new bumpers, GTI insignia, dis¬ 
tinctive 17-inch 'Parabolica' alloy wheels and 
red radiator grille strips and honeycomb grille 


distinguish it from the rest of the range, along 
with standard sports suspension (lowered by 
10 mm at the front and 15 mm at the back). 

At the front, LED lights are standard for the 
first time, while at the rear a GTI roof spoiler, 
taillight clusters in Dark Red, the black 
grained diffuser and chrome dual exhaust 
pipes continue the sporty theme. 

On the inside, the Polo GTI features a leather 
sports steering wheel with logo and red 
stitching harking back to the Golf GTI, as do 
the gear and handbrake levers and floor mats 
with red beading. The check design 'Clark' 
cloth seats with black bolsters have been a 
GTI emblem since the first GTI in 1976. 

The Polo GTI has ESC Sport (electronic sta¬ 


bility control). Like on the Golf GTI this en¬ 
ables the ESC to be adapted for use on a track. 
It works in two stages: first the traction con¬ 
trol is switched off, then ESC Sport is activated 
which raises the ESC threshold and delays in¬ 
tervention (without ESC being completely de¬ 
activated). XDS+ is also standard: another 
Golf GTI 'import', XDS compensates for the un¬ 
dersteer which is typical of front-wheel drive 
cars, meaning driving characteristics are more 
precise and neutral. 

Available as an option on the new Polo GTI 
is a Sport Performance Pack with Dynamic 
Chassis Control which offers sportier steering, 
accelerator response and engine noise inside 
the car.

BALLYEGAN is also penciled in for a chase at the same 
meeting, but may go over hurdles at Taunton on Tuesday 
(30th) where DIGGER'S MATE will be looking to at least fin¬ 
ish having pulled up in his first race over hurdles. 

Two youngsters looking for experience in bumpers are 
also listed to race. 

UGOLIN DE BEAUMONT will be looking to improve on 
his first race back in January at Chepstow on Saturday, 
whilst SAY MY NAME with two runs behind him is likely to 
go at Ffos Lias on January 2nd.
